WHEREFORE, the Government's motion is hereby GRANTED, and it is 
FURTHER ORDERED, as follow: 

1. The Court's Orders in Docket Number BR 07-10 are incorporated in their 
entirety. 

2. The NSA may query the telephone call-detail records using as seed 
numbers the telephone numbers described in the Government's motion subject to the 
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condition that all queries be reasonably tailored to
